For Blood Donor Clinic 


The Red Cross Blood Donor Clinie 
will be held in Raymond again next 
month, Tuesday, October 9, to be ex- 
act, and it is hoped that the donors 


will turn out even better than they 
did last year, 
Since 1947 the Blood Transfusidn 


Service has occupied an unique posi- 
tion in our day-to-day lives. Because 
of a request by many of the Provincial 
Governments and a great many of the 
Hospitals it came into being, and step 
ped into the field of Transfusion 
Therapy and took over the responsi- 
bility of providing blood and plasma, 
free, to all Hospital patients requiring 
it. This was a big step for the Red 
Cross to take... they had to assume 
that they would have the backing and 
the complete co-operation of every 
citizen of the Province, and those in 
normal health would become Blood 
Donors. To date this trust has certain 
ly paid off, 

Because of this service, we are no 
longer burdened, when the sudden 
need arises, by a frantic search for 
blood donors to save the lives of loved 
ones, friends or neighbors; we are no 
longer asked to pay prohibitive fees 
formerly charged by professional 
donors. yet, four years ago this was 
the case . .. Few Hospitals had any 
readily available blood donors, and if 
they did, their charge for each trans- 
fusion was anything from $15 to $50. 

Raymond has been asked to provide 
200 donors at the clinic this year,

With grain storage at a premium 
this fall every effort will have to be 
made to protect threshed grain from 
the weather, C, A. Cheshire, Ixten- 
sion Agricultural Engineer, suggests 
that temporary bins may be readily 
constructed by using snow fencing or 
woven wire. The snow fencing should 
be lined with some some strong 
tough waterproof material that will 
contain the grain, “Fibreen” paper is 


excellent: material for this lining, al- 
though some of the heavy vapour 


barrier papers are satisfactory, The 
paper lining Is not continuous around 
the storage but should be cut & or 
10 length and oVerlapped sufficiently 
to allow for expansion of the snow 
fencing itself, 

The fencing should not. ex- 
eced 50 feet in length, which means 
that the storage will be just under 
16 feet in diameter, Grain should be 
delivered to the centre of this storage 
area that the pile rises evenly 
along the walls. Care should be taken 
fo see that the paper is snug against 
the fencing as the grain fills the stor 
age. When this type of storare is re- 
quired and it is likely that the rrain 
will have to be left for a period of 
two weeks or more, it is advisable to 
place & inches or a foot of straw on 
the ground under the grain. If the
